REMARKS 

Claims 1-7 and 9-14 are all the claims pending in the application. 

The Examiner has maintained the rejection of claims 1-7 and 9-14 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(e) as being anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being obvious 
over U.S. Patent No. 6,380,288 (hereinafter "Hojo"). 

In the Advisory Action issued November 6, 2003, the Examiner has stated the following: 

In the present specification (page 10), the Applicants state, "carbon blacks of 
HAF to SAF grade that satisfies the various conditions described above can be preferably 
used in the present invention." Although the Hojo reference does not disclose all the 
limitations of the present invention, Hojo does disclose the DBP and N2SA limitations 
leading one of ordinary skill in the art to suggest the inherency of the undisclosed 
limitations.
